not. 

In an interview Monday, the 
spokesperson says that doing so vio¬ 
lates the Establishment Clause in the 
Constitution. 

“I don’t believe that for a second,” 
city attorney Robert Myles said, refer¬ 
ring to legal opinion that prayer at 


public meetings violates the Estab¬ 
lishment Clause. “I believe the ACLU 
is wrong in this instance and they 
are flat wrong in the interpretation 
they are giving. While I have genu¬ 
ine respect for the ACLU and what 
they do, I strongly disagree in this 
instance.”

The Board of Educa¬ 
tion heard both pleas 
from staff and criticism 
from angry taxpayers 
during its special-called 
public hearing and 
meeting on the 2013 tax 
rates last Wednesday 
night. 

Following a heated 
public hearing, the 
board approved 3-2 to 
set a 3 percent revenue

increase, board mem¬ 
bers killed a previous 
motion for the 4 percent 
revenue increase. 

Drury, McDowell 
and Hahn voted against 
the 4 percent revenue 
increase; Brown and Sar¬ 
gent voted for it. 

A 3 percent revenue 
increase would produce 
$8,343,908 (not including 
new property) for the 
school district, a revenue 
increase of $248,853 
compared to the flat 
rate of $5.52 per $1,000. 

The new rate will add 
$18 per $100,000 assessed 
property value to tax 
bills. 

Superintendent 
Sheila Mitchell recom¬ 
mended the board take 
the 4 percent revenue 
increase rate, at $5.78 per 
$1,000 assessed value, 
and to add a 1-cent exon¬ 
eration tax to recover 
non-collected taxes. 

Mitchell, in her pre¬ 
sentation to the board, 
cited numerous cuts 
including professional 
development funds, fed¬ 
eral sequestration and 
state Support Education 
Excellence in Kentucky 
(SEEK) funding decreas¬ 
es as well as presenting 
district savings to sup¬ 
port her recommenda¬ 
tion. 

The school district 
receives about 56 per¬ 
cent of its overall rev¬ 
enue from SEEK. 

Taxes — includ¬ 
ing real and personal 
property taxes, motor 
vehicle, delinquent, 
omitted property, distill¬ 
ery and utility — sup¬ 
port roughly 35 percent 
of the district’s funding, 
according to the current 
working budget for the 
district. 

The school board 
joins the Anderson 
County fiscal court 
and city council in 
raising taxes for 2013. 
The Anderson County 


Extension and County 
Fire District kept 
their taxes flat and 
the Anderson Public 
Library lowered taxes 
for the fiscal year. 

Travis York, an 
Anderson County 
middle school teacher 
with children who 
have attended and cur¬ 
rently attend Anderson 
County schools, was the 
first to speak and said 
he was concerned about 
keeping programs in 
place and maintaining 
student safety. 

“If it takes a little bit 
of a tax increase, then 
I’m OK with that, and I’d 
hope the wonderful peo¬ 
ple of Anderson County 
would be OK with that 
so that our kids come 
first,” York said. 

Pam Rowe, a special 
education aide, echoed 
York’s concerns about 
possible cuts to student 
services and emphasized 
the need for continued 
funding for special 
education, attainable 
through a 4 percent rev¬ 
enue increase. 

“It stinks that this is 
the world we live in, but 
we have to support our 
children,” Rowe said. 
“They just need it. We 
want our children safe. 
We want our children 
learning, and unfor¬ 
tunately, sometimes it 
takes money to do that. 

“And sometimes, we 
have to pay for that,” 
she said. “Sometimes this 
is the only way.” 

Director of Student 
Services Derek Shouse, 
Chief Technology 
Officer Bret Foster and 
Director of District-Wide 
Programs and Opera¬ 
tions Ronnie Fields also 
spoke to the board in 
favor of the 4 percent 
revenue increase. 

Several Anderson 
County taxpayers 
walked up to the podi¬ 
um and railed against 
the school board for fail¬ 
ing to think about resi¬ 
dents either living on a 
fixed income, looking 
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What happens now? 

Chief Financial Officer Nick Clark will need to revise the district's current 
working budget before the end of the month to reflect the 3 percent 
revenue increase. 

He said he would present the revised budget to the school board at its 
next regularly scheduled meeting on Sept. 23. 

The next board meeting will be held Sept. 23 at 7 p.m. at central office, 
located at 1160 Bypass North. 


for a job or struggling 
financially who may 
not be able to afford the 
board’s increase. 

Ardella Curtsinger, a 
former district employ¬ 
ee, said the board should 
think about those chil¬ 
dren whose parents may 
be unemployed, whose 
parents may not be able 
to afford a tax hike. 

“You think those chil¬ 
dren won’t slip through 
the cracks?” Curtsinger 
said. 

“My son graduated 
from Anderson high 
school and I graduated 
from Anderson high 
school,” Jane Chisholm, 
also against an increase, 
said. “But I can’t see 
this.” 

Nancy Nall, a retired 
transportation depart¬ 
ment employee, asked 
the board to tell her 
where the tax rate 
increases will stop. 

“I’m offended that if 
I’m against taxes, that 
I’m against kids,” Nall 
told the board. “It hurts 
me. I think it’s not mor¬ 
ally right. 

“All I’m trying to do is 
struggle to live. We have 
no luxuries in our house; 
we simply live within 
our means.” 

Marty Terry agreed 
with Nall. 

“Live within your 
means like I do as a citi¬ 
zen,” Terry said. 

School board presi¬ 
dent Sargent said he 
knew what it was like to 
struggle, but he was also 
concerned about retain¬ 
ing staff and uphold¬ 
ing the school system 
as a “selling point” for 
Anderson County. 

“If we do not con¬ 


tinue our school system 
growth, no one is going 
to want to come into our 
community,” he said, 
adding that the district 
is one of the county’s 
largest employers. 

Growth including the 
district’s contingency, 
which school board 
members feared would 
be in danger of dropping 
below required levels 
and leave the district 
vulnerable to state man¬ 
agement. 

School board vice 
president Scott Brown 
and board members 
Roger McDowell and 
Donna Drury said that if 
Anderson County’s con¬ 
tingency fund dropped 
below 2 percent, the 
state would come in and 
“take over” the district. 

“If the state takes us 
over, you won’t have 
any say,” Brown said to 
Curtsinger. 

“No one in this 
county is going to stop 
the state from coming 
in and taking over the 
school board,” Drury 
said of her concerns 
about further drops in 
the district’s contingen¬ 
cy fund. 

According to a tenta¬ 
tive budget presented 
to the board at its May 
meeting, Clark budgeted 
3.34 percent or $834,648 
for contingency fund 
according to a poten¬ 
tial 4 percent revenue 
increase. 

If the board had 
taken the compensating 
rate — calculated to pro¬ 
duce approximately the 
same amount or more 
revenue as received the 
year before — Anderson 
County’s contingency 
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fund would have been 
at 2.4 percent, according 
to Clark. 

The district’s contin¬ 
gency fund is used for 
unforeseen emergency 
costs. Contingency 
funds have been spent 
on HYAC chillers and 
boilers, other mainte¬ 
nance and paving in the 
past, according to Super¬ 
intendent Mitchell. 

State statute requires 
school boards to main¬ 
tain a contingency fund 
that is at a minimum 2 
percent of the district’s 
total budget, and recom¬ 
mends keeping the fund 
at 5 percent. 

According to a KDE 
budget submission 
guide for the 2013-2014 
school year, districts in 
financial difficulty that 
cannot budget a 2 per¬ 
cent contingency will 
not be able to submit 
their tentative budget 
online when it’s due to 
the state in May. 

Kay Kennedy, a direc¬ 
tor of the division of 
district support in the 
Kentucky Department 
of Education office of 
administration and sup¬ 
port, said falling below 
2 percent triggers a dia¬ 
logue with a district, not 
for the state to come in 
and take over. 

The 2 percent mini¬ 
mum is a typically a 
cutoff number to see if 
a district is struggling 
financially, Kennedy 
said, which is usually 
indicated by a weak or 
negative general fund 
balance. 

State “takeover” or 
state management over¬ 
sight would typically go 
into effect if a district 
faced a budget deficit 
and received a negative 
management audit, Ken¬ 
nedy said. 

That’s when KDE 
would step in, and the 
possibility of the state 
calling the shots on local 
tax rates becomes more 
of a reality. 

“To the extent that if 


there were state man¬ 
agement in a district, 
the authority does rest 
with the commissioner 
or his designee to set the 
tax rate,” she said. 

During the course 
of the school year the 
district’s contingency 
fund may drop — for 
one emergency reason 
or another — below 2 
percent. 

With new flexibil¬ 
ity in capital outlay 
transfers and the gen¬ 
eral fund’s capability 
to transfer money to 
other line items like the 
contingency, Kennedy 
said, districts do have 
the means to restore the 
contingency minimum 
by the time its next ten¬ 
tative budget needs to 
be sent to the state. 

As of press time, 

Clark said he has not 
calculated the contin¬ 
gency fund total to 
reflect the newly passed 
3 percent revenue 
increase. 

Hahn said the school 
district was one of the 
few in the common¬ 
wealth that has not 
asked for a 4 percent 
revenue increase in the 
last four years. School 
services were cut, but 
not eliminated, he said, 
but people still want 
new blacktop and still 
want textbooks. 

“If you’re really upset 
about a tax increase, I’m 
with you,” Hahn said. 

“It’s a tough call, and 
trust me, it’s not any 
easier on this side... At 
the end of the day, let’s 
move forward and make 
the best with what we 
have.” 

The board also kept 
its motor vehicle tax 
flat at $5.13 per $1,000 
assessed value and its 
utility tax will continue 
to be 3 percent of all 
gross receipts of utility 
or cable services provid¬ 
ed within the district.

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City, county will continue opening in prayer 


ACLU spokesperson says city council, fiscal court violating Establishment Clause of Constitution

Attorneys for the city 
council and fiscal court 
confirmed this week 
that, despite the ACLU’s 
contention that it vio¬ 
lates the Establishment 
Clause of the Constitu¬ 
tion, both will continue 
to open their meetings 
in prayers. 

“We’re 
living in 
a poor 
place 
when 
you can’t 
have a 
prayer for 
the com¬ 
munity,” 
council 
mem¬ 
ber Ken 
Evans 
said Mon¬ 
day after¬ 
noon. 

Super¬ 
intendent 
Sheila Mitchell, after 
receiving legal counsel 
from the school board 
attorney and the state, 
recently addressed sev¬ 
eral school traditions on 
religious speech, includ¬ 
ing prayer. 

Prayer held before 
and after school sport¬ 
ing events must be led 
solely by students and 
not by teachers, coaches 
or staff, Mitchell said 
last week via e-mail. 

As for opening with 
prayer before school 
board meetings, Mitch¬ 
ell said she would leave 
that decision up to indi¬ 
vidual Anderson County 
school board members. 

No school board 
members returned calls 
for comment as of press 
time. 

The school board isn’t 
the only agency that 
begins public meetings 
with a prayer: the city 
council and Anderson 
County Fiscal Court also 
open their gatherings 
with a prayer before 
even the pledge of alle¬ 
giance. 

Amber Duke, com¬ 
munications manager 
for the ACLU of KY,said 
the Kentucky chapter of 
the organization agrees 
that opening public 
meetings with prayer is 
indeed a violation of the 
Establishment Clause. 

City attorney Robert 
Myles said in the seven 
years he’s been the city’s 
legal counsel, council 
members have always 
opened each public 


meeting with a prayer. 

Myles said he does 
not plan to give a recom¬ 
mendation to the city 
council on the issue 
unless asked by council 
members. 

It’s Myles’ personal 
legal opinion, however, 
that the legal argument 
that prayer held before 
a public meeting is in 
violation of federal law 
is “flat wrong,” Myles 
said. 

“I don’t believe that 
for a second,” Myles said, 
referring to legal opin¬ 
ion that prayer at public 
meetings violates the 
Establishment Clause. 

“I believe the ACLU is 
wrong in this instance 
and they are flat wrong 
in the interpretation 
they are giving. While 
I have genuine respect 
for the ACLU and what 
they do, I strongly dis¬ 
agree in this instance. 

“It is an absurdity to 
say that prayer before 
a legislative meeting is 
illegal,” Myles said. “It’s 
a misinterpretation of 
the law.” 

County Attorney 
Bobbi Jo Lewis, who 
provides legal council 
to the fiscal court and 
occasional assistance to 
the board of health and 
fire district, agreed. 

Asked what advice 
she’d give those pub¬ 
lic agencies regarding 
prayer, Lewis said, “By 
all means — feel free to 
do so. It is my opinion 
that the opening of the 
Fiscal Court meeting 
with a prayer does not 
constitute a violation 
of the Establishment 
Clause under the First 
Amendment to the U. S. 
Constitution.” 

Lewis said she has 
researched the issue and 
has found case law that 
clearly allows legislative 
bodies the freedom to 
open in prayer. 

“In Marsh vs. the 
United States, it says 
opening a session with 
prayer is part of the 
fabric of our society and 
goes all the way back 
to the Continental Con¬ 
gress, which opened in 
prayer,” Lewis said. 

The Kentucky 
Department of Educa¬ 
tion and Kentucky 
School Board Asso¬ 
ciation, in their writ¬ 
ten legal guidance to 
district superintendents, 
cited a 1999 6th Circuit 
court case (brought by 
the ACLU of Ohio) that 
ruled the practice of 
prayer before a school

board meeting violated 
federal law. 

“Prohibitions [on 
prayer] also extend to 
local board of education 
meetings and other pub¬ 
lic forums such as sport¬ 
ing events,” according 
to state legal guidance 
posted Sept. 5 on the 
Ander¬ 
son 

County 
schools’ 
web¬ 
site. 

“Such 
con¬ 
duct is 
‘attrib¬ 
utable 
to the 
State’ 
and 
thus 

violates the Establish¬ 
ment Clause.” 

According to Myles, 
“the 6th Circuit does not 
get to settle the issue as 
to the legality of this 
action.” 

“That’s not a Supreme 
Court case, [The 6th Cir¬ 
cuit is] by no means the 
final authority in our 
country,” he said. 

The Supreme Court 
will be deciding upon 
a similar case regard¬ 
ing legislative prayer in 
Town of Greece v. Gal¬ 
loway, Myles said, later 
this fall. 

But, Myles said, “the 
Supreme Court doesn’t 
necessarily always get it 
right.” 

Mayor Edwinna 
Baker said the council 
had not talked about the 
issue of praying before 
city council meetings, 
and that she would be 



relying on the advice of 
City Attorney Robert 
Myles. 

Council members 
Larry Giles, Ken Evans 
and Thomas Vaughn 
said they would all 
continue to pray if the 
mayor asks them to 
do so and includes the 
prayer 
on the 
council 
agenda, 
or even 
if she 
doesn’t. 

Each 
council 
member 
opens 
the 

meeting 
in prayer 
on a rota¬ 
tion basis. 

Giles said he’d pray 
before the council meet¬ 
ing because that’s what 
he’s been taught. 

“I’m 73 years old, 
that’s all I ever heard,” 
Giles said. “My mom 
and dad mandated that 
we were prayerful. We 
loved them dearly, and 
we’re going to keep 
[praying]. When some 
governmental officials 
say it’s wrong, does that 
make it wrong? I’m a 
believer.” 

Councilman Tommy 
Vaughn said he’d pray 
on his own if the mayor 
decides to remove 
prayer from the council 
agenda. 

“I don’t care what the 
ACLU says,” Vaughn 
said. “I’ll pray when I 
want to.” 

Council member 
Sandy Goodlett, who

was listed on the agenda 
as the councilmen to led 
the council in prayer 
Monday night, said he 
hasn’t thought enough 
about the issue to give a 
definitive answer. 

“Now that you’ve 
brought it up, I guess 
we’ll review the prac¬ 
tice,” Goodlett said in a 
phone interview Mon¬ 
day. “I understand the 
issue, but I don’t under¬ 
stand what the law is... 
it’s an emotional issue 
that is not just a legal 
issue.” 

George Geoghegan 
said every time he is 
asked to lead the prayer, 
he mentions a heav¬ 
enly Father in a general 
sense. 

“I don’t think that 
is just correct, as long 
as it doesn’t advance 
one establishment of a 
religion over another, 

I don’t think there’s a 
problem,” he said. “I 
think you can ask for 
divine guidance from 
some source, but it needs 
to be very general.” 

Councilman Bobby 
Durr said he was all for 
continuing with open¬ 
ing meetings in prayer. 

“I’m not a religious 
fanatic, but if you take 
God out of everything, 
we’re really messing 
up,” Durr said following 
the council’s meeting 
Monday night. 

“I don’t see [council 
prayer] offending any¬ 
body.” 

Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway said he 
fully intends to contin¬ 
ue opening fiscal court 
meetings in prayer. 


“I’m going to do it 
until I’m told to stop,” 
said Conway, who noted 
that in previous years 
fiscal court meetings 
weren’t opened in 
prayer, but the practice 
was in place when he 
rejoined the fiscal court 
as a magistrate in 2002. 

Magistrate Buddy 
Sims said he would 
prefer to continue the 
practice but is weary of 
doing something that 
could eventually cost 
county taxpayers dearly 
in a lawsuit. 

Library Director Pam 
Mullins said via e-mail 
that the library board 
of trustees does not pray 
before its meetings, but 
she said she didn’t know 
if there was a particular 
reason for not praying 
other than established 
practice. 

The topic of open¬ 
ing meetings with 
prayer has never been 
discussed with trustees, 
Mullins, who became 
the library director in 
2009, said. 

The board of health 
also does not open in 
prayer. Chairman Steve 
Carmichael, principal of 
the Christian Academy 
of Lawrenceburg, did 
not respond to an e-mail 
request to explain that 
decision. 

The county fire board 
does not open in prayer, 
according to Chief Mike 
Barnes, but says the 
board recites the Pledge 
of Allegiance before 
each meeting.

Superintendent reviews schools’ policies, explains decision

Superintendent Sheila Mitchell is 
currently reviewing district policies 
on all religious activities following 
legal guidance from the state and the 
school district’s attorney. 

Mitchell said she sought legal 
counsel after the ACLU of KY sent 
letters to superintendents in August 
asking for the district to stop Gide¬ 
ons International from handing out 
Bibles during school hours or face 
potential litigation. 

Anderson County students, staff 
and parents learned last week that 
coaches, teachers and other staff 
would not be allowed to lead prayer 
before, during or after extracurricu¬ 
lar activities. 

In response to the change hun¬ 
dreds of students, parents, coaches 
and fans gathered on the football 
field for a moment of silence follow¬ 
ing the Bearcat victory. 

Football players also asked A1 
Peach, the father of head coach Mark 
Peach and dressed as Elvis for the 
Bearcat home opener, to lead the 
team in prayer. 

“After receiving a request from 
Coach Peach to employ a volunteer 
chaplain to hold the pre- and post¬ 
game prayer, I sought counsel advice 
as I had just received the ACLU threat 
of litigation and the advice sent from 
Kentucky Department of Education, 
Commissioner Holliday’s office,” 


Mitchell said in an e-mail. 

“Our attorney, Bob Chenoweth, 
advised that staff organized prayer 
would violate state law as based on 
case law sighted in KDE’s recom¬ 
mendations,” Mitchell said. “He also 
advised that student-led prayer orga¬ 
nized by staff would also be consid¬ 
ered a violation. 

“However, as the recommendations 
provided by the state also remind us, 
1st Amendment rights are always 
protected. Students can meet before 
and after school or school events to 
hold prayer. They can also pray dur¬ 
ing the school day or events if they 
so choose. School staff will not inter¬ 
fere with students’ 1st Amendment 
rights.” 

Mitchell asked that the Kentucky 
Department of Education’s written 
legal guidance — which lists legal 
recommendations on prayer and the 
distribution of religious material — 
be posted to the district’s website on 
Sept. 5. 

Mitchell said she has not made any 
decisions, as of Sept. 6, on new poli¬ 
cies or procedures, though she may 
allow Gideons International Bibles to 
be available on tables before or after 
school for students to pick up if they 
choose. 

Prayer walks are scheduled before 
or after school, and Mitchell said she 
has made no plans to change the pro¬ 
cedure for holding prayer walks at 
schools. 


KDE’s legal recommendations state 
that school board meetings that begin 
with a prayer is a violation of federal 
law, but school board members began 
their special-called meeting on tax 
rates with a prayer last Wednesday 
night, the same day Mitchell met 
with the district’s attorney. 

Mitchell said she did not have time 
to speak with each individual board 
member about meeting with the dis¬ 
trict attorney or to notify them of the 
Kentucky Department of Education’s 
counsel. 

As for opening school board meet¬ 
ings with prayer in the future, Mitch¬ 
ell said she’d leave that decision up to 
individual school board members. 

No school board members returned 
phone calls for comment as of press 
time. 

ACLU of KY Communications 
Manager Amber Duke said the ACLU 
does not consider student-led prayer 
held before or after a football game 
to be in violation of federal law or 
considered unconstitutional. 

She said the ACLU of KY has not 
received any complaints about the 
events of last Friday’s gathering of 
students and football fans after the 
game. A complaint from the Ander¬ 
son County community would lead 
the ACLU to investigate what hap¬ 
pened last Friday night, Duke said, 
but the ACLU currently had no plans 
to do so. 

“We haven’t received any com¬ 


plaints about the situation that’s hap¬ 
pened with the football team and of 
course, we haven’t had any contact 
with the superintendent regarding 
her policy,” Duke said. 

“Generally, the ACLU believes that 
when it comes to religious freedom, 
[students’] religious education should 
be directed by their families, parents 
and religious community and not the 
public schools. 

“At the same time, the ACLU has 
done a lot of work to protect public 
schools’ faith within the school set¬ 
ting. 

“If students wanted to led a prayer 
before the game, we would defend 
those students’ free speech rights 
... there are times when religion at 
school is appropriate. 

“Public schools themselves should 
not be in the business of promoting 
particular religious beliefs or particu¬ 
lar religious activities.” 

Mitchell said contacted school 
board members individually about 
the ACLU letter, but has no plans to 
institute changes on religious policies 
in an open school board meeting. 

“If policies are to be implemented 
as based on ACLU recommendations, 

I will work with the board to cre¬ 
ate those policies,” Mitchell said via 
e-mail. “However, at this time, I have 
made no plans to discuss policies with 
the board in open meeting.”

School board should 
be ashamed of itself 

Hyperbole, scare tactics beneath elected officials 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

As hard it might be to believe, the least objectionable 
thing the Anderson County Board of Education did last 
Wednesday was raise your property tax rates. 

The most objectionable? Blatant dishonesty, bordering on out¬ 
right lies. 

In a remarkably unconscionable and despicable 
display, school board members actually used the 
threat of a “state” takeover of the school system to 
rationalize raising your taxes. 

And in the process, attempted to frighten a group 
of mostly older ladies who had the temerity to ques¬ 
tion the need for higher tax rates. 

During a public hearing, several board members 
claimed that if the district’s contingency fund — the 
amount of money it has in reserve — falls below 2 
percent, the “state” would seize control of the school 
district. 

Hogwash. We contacted the “state” and were told 
that simply isn’t the case. The only way the “state” 
would take such drastic steps were if the district went into 
default. 

That didn’t stop members of the school board from using 
such a threat to, in essence, tell a group of unhappy taxpayers to 
shut the blank up. 

It got so bad at one point that board member Scott Brown 
declared that the “state,” by which I can only guess he means 
the state department of education, has the ability to levy taxes. 

Of course it doesn’t, but that didn’t stop him from saying the 
following: “If the state takes over, they’ll raise your taxes and 
you won’t have a say.” 

Not only did board members spout off dishonestly about that 
law, they also appeared thoroughly ignorant in what they were 
trying to do. 

To listen to them, only a significant rate increase would keep 
the district above the state-required 2 percent cushion, yet had 
the board taken the so-called compensating rate, that cushion 
would have been 2.4 percent. 

If they knew that, they should be ashamed for not saying 
as much. If they didn’t, they should be replaced for being so ill 
informed. 

One could argue that the board is simply a group of caring 
people trying to pitch in and run the local school district for a 
measly $75 per meeting. 

Perhaps, but they’re also the ones who voluntarily placed 
their names on a ballot and asked voters to be hired for the 
job of overseeing tens of millions of dollars in tax revenue and 
spending. 

That’s big boy and big girl, stuff, folks, which requires more 
than a “aw, shucks, I just want to help,” attitude. 

In return, taxpayers deserve better than hearing those they 
elect make dire predictions and outlandish statements. 

Before they open their mouths and start spouting off about 
the law, perhaps they should actually get their facts straight or, 
to use their own tactic, shut the blank up.

The board’s superintendent, Sheila Mitchell, has done a 
remarkable job over the past several weeks in dealing with 
controversies ranging from having to replace the high school 
softball coach to dealing with a meddlesome ACLU bent on 
imposing its will. 

Through it all, Mitchell has taken the lead and performed 
admirably while knowing full well that her decisions, while cor¬ 
rect, wouldn’t be particularly popular.

Brown wasn’t alone in his. Board member Donna Drury 
got into the act, too, claiming that not only will the “state 
take over the school district,” but that unless the district gets 
more money students are “going to freeze to death” next winter. 

Then there was board chairman James Sargent’s attempt to 
relate to people on fixed incomes by recounting his own trips 
through the unemployment line, etc., before unleashing what 
may have been the best example of hyperbole of the night. 

In lobbying for the highest increase allowed by law without 
being subjected to a voter recall, Sargent harped on the school 
system’s importance to the county but took it to the next level 
when he claimed that, “if we let the school system fall, our 
county will fall apart.”

At the same time, we act to protect 
the equally important and related consti¬ 
tutional right to exercise and express reli¬ 
gious beliefs and individual conscience.” 

This is from the letter sent to Kentucky 
school superintendents: 

“Over the past several years, parents 
across Kentucky have complained to the 
ACLU of Kentucky (and others) regard¬ 
ing outside organizations being permitted 
to actively distribute religious literature 
directly to public elementary students 
during the school day. 

These parents felt that the public school 
officials responsible exceeded their con¬ 
stitutional authority by permitting those 
religious groups to use the classroom as a 
vehicle to promote their religious views 
and by usurping their parental prerogative 
to direct the religious upbringing of their 
children.” 

The bottom line is, religion belongs 
in churches and homes, not in public 
facilities such as schools and government 
offices.

Remembering the meaning of Patriot Day 


P atriot Day is observed 
Sept. 11 in memory of 
the 2,993 people who 
lost their lives 
in the Sept. 11, 

2001 attacks 
against the 
United States. 

Anyone who 
was alive at the 
time remem¬ 
bers what they 
were doing 
when four 
United States 
airliners were 
hijacked by ter¬ 
rorists intent on 
harming innocent American 
civilians. 

Two of the hijacked plans 
were flown into the Twin 
Towers of the World Trade 
Center in New York City. 

A third hijacked aircraft 
crashed into the Pentagon 
near Washington, DC. The 


fourth plane it is assumed 
was destined for the U.S. 
Capitol or the White House. 

Before the fourth plane 
could engage its target, pas¬ 
sengers were aware of what 
had happened to the three 
other aircraft. Passengers 
on the fourth plane then 
took matters into their 
own hands while the plane 
crashed into a field in rural 
Pennsylvania. This act of 
heroism by the passengers 
on the fourth aircraft saved 
the lives of many more 
Americans. As a result, 
on Dec. 18,2001, President 
George W. Bush signed into 
law this discretionary day of 
remembrance. The Ameri¬ 
can flag should be flown at 
half-staff at home and at all 
U.S. government buildings. 

The country was stunned 
by the tragedies, which were 
totally unanticipated by 


the public which emerged 
from a source that was com¬ 
pletely unknown to most 
Americans. Within hours of 
the attack, the Bush admin¬ 
istration determined that 
Osama bin Laden’s al Qaeda 
network had masterminded 
the plan and that al Qaeda 
operated out of Afghanistan 
with the blessing of that 
country’s ruling party, the 
Taliban. As a result, the 
Bush administration devel¬ 
oped a new doctrine, called 
the Bush Doctrine, which 
declared America’s right to 
fight a “preemptive war” 
against any nation that, 
one day, might threaten the 
United States. 

This may seem like a 
presumptive abuse of power 
based upon a sudden Pearl 
Harbor style of aggression

However, it’s important 
to remember the events 
that precipitated the 
incident on Sept. 11,2001. 

1993: Feb. 26, the first 
World Trade Center 
bombing. The World 
Trade Center in New 
York City was badly 
damaged when a car 
bomb planted by Islamic 
terrorists exploded in 
an underground garage. 
The bomb left six people 
dead and 1,000 injured. 
The men carrying out 
the attack were followers 


of Umar Abd al-Rah- 
man, an Egyptian cleric 
who preached in the 
New York City area. 

1993: April 14, 
attempted assassination 
of President Bush by 
Iraqi agents. The Iraqi 
intelligence service 
attempted to assassinate 
former U.S. President 
George Bush during a 
visit to Kuwait. In retali¬ 
ation, the U.S. launched a 
cruise missile attack two 
months later on the Iraqi 
capital Baghdad. 

1995: March 8, attack 
on U.S. diplomats in Paki¬ 
stan. Two unidentified 
gunmen killed two U.S. 
diplomats and wounded 
a third in Karachi, 


Pakistan. Saudi military 
installation attack, Nov. 
13. 

1996: June 25, the Kho¬ 
bar Towers bombing. 

A fuel truck carrying a 
bomb exploded outside 
the US military’s Khobar 
Towers housing facility 
in Dhahran, killing 19 
U.S. military person¬ 
nel and wounding 515 
persons. Several groups 
claimed responsibility. 

1998: Aug. 7, U.S. 
Embassy bombings in 
East Africa. A bomb 
exploded at the rear 
entrance of the U.S. 
Embassy in Nairobi, 
Kenya, killing 12 U.S. citi¬ 
zens, 32 Foreign Service 
Nationals (FSNs), and 247 


Kenyan citizens. Approx¬ 
imately 5,000 Kenyans, 
six U.S. citizens, and 13 
FSNs were injured. The 
U.S. Embassy building 
sustained extensive 
structural damage. 
Almost simultaneously, a 
bomb detonated outside 
the U.S. Embassy in Dar 
es Salaam, Tanzania, kill¬ 
ing seven FSNs and three 
Tanzanian citizens, and 
injuring one U.S. citizen 
and 76 Tanzanians. The 
explosion caused major 
structural damage to 
the U.S. Embassy facility. 
The U.S. Government 
held Usama Bin Laden 
responsible. 

2000: Oct. 12, attack 
on U.S.S. Cole. In Aden, 


Yemen, small dingy car¬ 
rying explosives rammed 
the destroyer U.S.S. Cole, 
killing 17 sailors and 
injuring 39 others. Sup¬ 
porters of Usama Bin 
Laden were suspected. 

2001: Sept. 11, terrorist 
attacks on U.S. homeland. 
President Bush and Cabi¬ 
net officials indicated 
that Usama Bin Laden 
was the prime suspect 
and that they considered 
the United States in a 
state of war with inter¬ 
national terrorism. In the 
aftermath of the attacks, 
the United States formed 
the Global Coalition 
Against Terrorism. 

This list of terrorist 
acts against the United 


States is not all inclusive 
but does represent a 
clear and present danger 
to the United States dur¬ 
ing the 911 attacks. As 
a result, a new govern¬ 
mental organization was 
created; the Department 
of Homeland Security 
was developed to combat 
this threat to the citizens 
of the Unites States. As 
a result, since Sept. 11, 
2001, numerous attacks 
against the citizens of 
the United States have 
been thwarted.

by portion size. That 
way when Thanksgiv¬ 
ing or Christmas rolls 
around, you can thaw 
them out and fry them 
up for a special holiday 
treat. 

If you think fried 
green tomatoes is sac¬ 
rosanct in any season 
but summer then I 
have another idea for 
you, green tomato pie! 


My friend Bev got this 
recipe from a coworker’s 
mother and she brought 
me a piece a few Satur¬ 
days back. Man was it 
good. It’s lemony tart 
and sweet.This recipe 
makes two pies. You’ll 
need 2 pie crusts, 7 to 8 
cups of finely chopped 
green tomatoes, two 
cups of golden raisins, 

1 entire lemon chopped 
up in the proces¬ 
sor (include the rind, 
remove the seeds), 2 cups 
of sugar, 4 tablespoons 
melted butter, 2 table¬ 


spoons of corn starch, 1 
teaspoon cinnamon and 
1/2 teaspoon of salt. 

Place the tomatoes 
in a large saucepan and 
just cover with water. 
Heat to a boil and then 
boil for 15 minutes. 
Drain completely, then 
add all the other ingre¬ 
dients and pour into a 
pie crust. Bake at 400 
degrees for 25 to 30 min¬ 
utes. I ate mine warm 
and then cold and I 
loved them both! If you 
prefer cake over pie, 

I’ve got another sweet 


treat using cushaw. You 
know it’s the long neck 
part that is the prime 
part of a cushaw, right? 
It has no seeds. Cushaw 
cake is a lot like carrot 
cake, which in my book 
means it is yummy! 
Here’s all you do. 

Start with 2 cups 
flour, 2 cups sugar, 1/2 
teaspoon salt, 2 tea¬ 
spoons baking powder, 2 
teaspoons baking soda, 

1 teaspoon cinnamon, 

1 teaspoon allspice, 1/2 
teaspoon nutmeg, 1 
teaspoon vanilla, 11/4 


cups vegetable oil, 4 
eggs, 1/2 cup pecans, 2 
cups cooked and mashed 
cushaw. 

Peel the cushaw rind 
off and cut into quar¬ 
ters. On a baking sheet, 
bake at 350 degrees for 
about an hour, or until 
soft. Let it cool, then 
mash it up and combine 
all the other ingredients. 
Pour into a greased and 
floured rectangle cake 
pan and bake for one 
hour at 350 degrees. Add 
a cream cheese frosting 
and grab a fork! 


Don’t think about the 
calories in either the pie 
or the cake. Just go out¬ 
side and work your tail 
off. That’ll burn some 
calories! The exercise 
will release endorphins 
and the sugar will 
increase your dopamine, 
the two biggies when it 
comes to feeling good.

and full-body deer 
look as realistic as pos¬ 
sible. 

Choosing a form to 
display a cape and ant¬ 
lers for competition is 
like asking what kind 
of frame you may want 
with a picture, he said. 

And it can take a 
while to frame a buck 
just right. 

It would take Tinsley 
about 18 hours total 
to finish one mount 
and most of that time 
includes prepping the 
cape. 

Tinsley would spend 
about two hours just 
prepping the deer 
mount before the cape 
was even stretched. 

“I don’t want to do 
it the way the factory 


intends it,” Tinsley said 
of his competitive 
pieces. “I want to do it 
different.” 

When I observed 
Tinsley at work on that 
Friday in July, that 
something different 
included shaving and 
reshaping the front of 
his mount to round it 
into a brisket, a part of 
the buck not included 
in the original form 
Tinsley ordered via 
catalog. 

(Author’s note: did 
you know you can order 
an elephant form to dis¬ 
play a trophy elephant? 
And that one of those 
will cost you $4,000?) 

Tinsley makes a dam 
around the base of the 
mount and fills it with 
putty. He’ll eventually 
shave the putty down 
to his liking, and Tins¬ 
ley is pretty particular 
about how he wants his 


buck to look. 

Creativity is prized 
in competition, and 
Tinsley will manipulate 
the form to show he can 
make his deer look as 
alive as possible. 

Two years ago, Tin¬ 
sley said, he saw an 
entry he wished he 
had thought of, and 
one he greatly admired 
— a deer biting an ear 
of corn that was still 
attached to a cornstalk. 

It looked impossible. 

But looking closer, 
Tinsley could see the 
deer suspended with 
a fishing line by its 
mouth, the cornstalk 
standing with the aid of 
a steel rod. 

“You couldn’t see 
none of that,” he said, 
“because it was shad¬ 
owed and covered.” 

Another competitor 
positioned his buck so 
that it looked like he 


was grooming himself, 
the buck turned to lick 
the arrow stuck in his 
shoulder. 

It’s too bad someone 
else already thought of 
that, he said. Tinsley 
doesn’t like to duplicate 
other people’s ideas. 

I asked Tinsley if he 
ever thinks about the 
fact that competitive 
success comes from kill¬ 
ing an animal, repur¬ 
posing the dead animal 
and resurrecting it back 
to life? 

Not really, Tinsley 
said, widening and 
deepening small, shal¬ 
low canals in the deer 
mount form so that the 
male’s neck muscles 
could show through the 
buck’s coat. 

Taxidermy is a kind 
of therapy for Tinsley, 
to get away from life’s 
problems. 

Then again, most of 


what he thinks about 
when working alone 
with the deer is his 
three children. 

Or not really much 
all. 

“My mother deco¬ 
rated wedding cakes for 
20 years,” Tinsley said. 
“[Taxidermy is] just an 
art form thing, some¬ 
thing I enjoy doing.” 

We couldn’t talk (or 
at least I couldn’t ask 
incessant questions) 
over the sound of the 
power tool as it buzzed 
a groove into the form 
for Tinsley to tuck the 
hide in. He used anoth¬ 
er tool to smooth out 
the grooves between 
muscles. 

“We’re going to make 
him look like Arnold 
Schwarzenegger,” Tin¬ 
sley joked. “Get him 
buffed up.” 

Power tools will be 
switched out for more 


delicate tools like nee¬ 
dle and thread. Tinsley 
needs to sew stitches so 
small that they don’t 
show through, to pre¬ 
tend that the cape came 
whole. 

To continue the illu¬ 
sion that what was once 
thought dead is now 
(almost) alive. 

n update from 
Tinsley: Tinsley 
said this was the 
first year he’d entered 
the professional cat¬ 
egory of the Kentucky 
Taxidermy Association’s 
annual competition, 
held in Lexington this 
August. 

Tinsley said received 
second place titles for 
all three mounts, and 
the full-body deer entry 
being chosen as best 
habitat and the mayor’s 
award.

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Fans want answers after coach told he can't pray with team

South Oldham coaches apparently prayed 

While Anderson County football coach Mark Peach and his staff could not pray but could 
only observe a moment of silence with the Bearcat team Friday night, less than 100 
yards away, the Bearcat opponents were sharing a moment in prayer. 

The South Oldham team and head coach Jamie Reed apparently prayed together on the 
east end of the Warford Stadium field. 

"I was talking with Coach Reed about the situation and he said he was sorry I was not 
able to pray with my team," Peach said. "He said he was able to pray with his team." 

Reed said he would not make further comment on what his team did or didn't do regard¬ 
ing prayer on the field last Friday night, and that he was more comfortable focusing on 
the game itself. 

"I'd rather just talk about football," Reed said. 

Oldham Era sports editor Brad Stephens, who was at Friday's game, confirmed that South 
Oldham has some kind of prayer ritual.

Hundreds of Anderson 
County citizens simply want 
to know, “Why?” 

Why was the decision 
handed down to modify the 
tradition of post-game and 
post-practice prayers by 
the Anderson County High 
School football team? Why 
were head coach Mark Peach 
and his staff told they could 
not participate in the prayers, 
even if they are not leading 
them. 

“They had been doing 
this a long time,” said Monte 
McGregor. “I don’t know what 
caused the sudden change 
when there hadn’t been any 
problems. There have been 
no situations. No one’s feel¬ 
ings have been offended. 

Why all of a sudden do we see 
the abrupt change?” 

Even before anyone could 
start formulating answers, 
hundreds of local citizens 
voiced their displeasure at the 
decision and descended onto 
the field at Warford Stadium 
where they joined the team 
in post-game prayer. The 
Bearcats defeated South Old¬ 
ham, 35-20, a few moments 
earlier. 

Some estimates were as 
many as 500 fans joined the 
Anderson team in prayer fol¬ 
lowing the game. Before the 
contest, about 50 parents and 
fans gathered near the same 
goal post to pray as well. 

“It makes me sad now 
that they are trying to stop 
(the organized prayers),” said 
McGregor’s wife, Brenda. “I 
want my son to be bathed in 
prayer before he goes out on 
the field for his own safety. 

I wasn’t surprised that this 
happened, but it really makes 
me sad.” 

Anderson County football 
coach Mark Peach learned of 
the decision handed down by 
school Superintendent Sheila 
Mitchell last Wednesday. He 
informed the team of the 
decision after practice that 
day. 

“I was just shocked,” the 
McGregors’ son, Nathan, a 
sophomore lineman, said 
after Friday’s game. “We had 
been praying after practice 
every day and after every 
game. I was shocked because 
that was a part of my life.” 

However, Mitchell said her 
decision came after reviewing 
the Kentucky Department 
of Education’s legal advice 
to school districts in light of 
the threat of litigation by 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union over the distribution 
of Gideon Bibles. 

The letter from the Board 
of Education Commissioner’s 
office, dated Aug. 26, is posted 
on the Anderson County 
Schools website. An excerpt 
from the letter says, “Teach¬ 
ers and other public school 
officials may not lead their 
classes in prayer, devotional 
readings from the Bible or 
other religious activities. 

They also are prohibited 
from encouraging or discour¬ 
aging prayer, from ‘witness¬ 
ing’ and from actively par¬ 
ticipating in such activities 
with students. Prohibitions 
also extend to local board 
of education meetings and 
other public forums such as 
sporting events. Such conduct 
is ‘attributable to the State’ 
and thus violates the Estab¬ 
lishment Clause (of the First 
Amendment to the United 
States Constitution.)” 

Mitchell explained the 
reasoning behind her decision 
in an e-mail to The Ander¬ 
son News. She wrote, “After 
receiving a request from 
Coach Peach to employ a vol¬ 
unteer chaplain to hold the 
pre- and post-game prayer, 

I sought counsel advice as I 
had just received the ACLU 
threat of litigation and the 
advice sent from the KDE 
Commissioner (Terry) Holli¬ 
day’s office. 

“Our attorney, Bob Che- 


noweth, advised that staff- 
organized prayer would vio¬ 
late state law as based on case 
law cited in the KDE’s recom¬ 
mendations. He also advised 
that student-led prayer orga¬ 
nized by staff would also be 
considered a violation. How¬ 
ever, as the recommendations 
provided by the state also 
remind us, First Amendment 
rights are always protected. 
Students can meet before 
and after school or school 
events to hold prayer. School 
staff will not interfere with 
a student’s First Amendment 
rights.” 

Peach confirmed that 
he had asked Noah Chase, a 
youth pastor at Sand Spring 
Baptist Church, to be the 
team’s volunteer chaplain. 

The coach, who returned 
to his alma mater in Decem¬ 
ber of 2004, makes no secret 
of his faith. He admits to 
being in tears when he 
informed the team of the 
directive last Wednesday. 

More tears were welling in 
his eyes as he talked about 
the turn of events with The 
Anderson News. 

Anderson’s normal post¬ 
game procedure had been to 
make some remarks about 
the just-completed game then 
call on his father, A1 Peach, 
to lead the team in prayer. 
Friday, the coach finished 
his remarks then closed with 
a moment of silence, which 
had been considered a com¬ 
promise solution. 

After the coaching staff 
moved away, but all of the 
players stayed in the end zone 
in front of the fieldhouse, 

A1 Peach, who is not a school 
employee, addressed the 
crowd before praying with 
the team. His voice broke sev¬ 
eral times while talking with 
the crowd, which included 
many local citizens who are 
not regulars at the games, but 
had come to pray with the 
team. 

“This is the first time in 
four years as a player and 20 
as a coach I have not been 
able to pray with my son. I 
have had the opportunity 
over 24 years to pray many 
times,” A1 Peach said. 

The explanation that hav¬ 
ing any member of the foot¬ 
ball coaching staff present 
when the team prayed still 
did not sit well with many 
residents last week. 

“I could not believe they 
would not let Anderson 
County do prayers from the 
coaches,” said Debbie Puckett, 
whose son, Dusty, is a mem¬ 
ber of the football team. 

“It is something that has 
always been done and I am 
in favor of it,” added Johnny 
Gehefer, a fan who was tail- 
gating in the school parking 
lot. 

Supporters of the coach far 


outnumbered any opposition 
at Friday’s game. Many felt 
the issue is about the coach’s 
freedom of expression and 
tolerance from those who 
disagree. 

“I think anyone that wants 
to pray should have that 
privilege to pray,” said Stepha¬ 
nie Aldridge, who was work¬ 
ing the concession stand. “No 
matter if they are a coach, a 
student or whatever. If the 
kids want to continue to pray, 
they should. The kids that 
don’t want to be involved 
in that have that right too. I 
think it is bad that they are 
asking our leadership not to 
pray with them.” 

Monte McGregor added, 
“With the prayer, you don’t 
have to listen. You don’t have 
to be involved. It’s not like 
(Peach) is forcing this on any¬ 
one.” 

Mitchell confirmed there 
had been no complaints to 
her during this school year 
nor had there ever been 
complaints about A1 Peach 
leading the team in prayer. 
She did say, however, “I have 
received complaints regard¬ 
ing equal access in the past.” 

As for the players them¬ 
selves, the team continued to 
pray together, even without 
their coach. After Peach 
informed the Bearcats he 
could no longer pray with 
them on Wednesday, “we all 
got together and prayed,”

Christian bakery latest casualty in war on intolerance 


T he Oxford Diction¬ 
ary of English 
defines “toler¬

ity The “tolerance” that 
some in the gay com¬ 
munity demand has 
been slanted to refer 
to the capitulation of a 
person’s sincerely held 
beliefs that are woven 
into the fabric of their 
faith tradition. Chris¬ 
tians are commonly 
referred to as “bigoted” 
and “hateful” homo¬ 
phobes whose backward, 
archaic views are det¬ 
rimental to society and 
must be stamped out 
at all cost.

the fact that historically 
Christians have been on 
the frontlines to help 
in times to disaster, and 
to establish hospitals, 
children’s homes, food 
banks, clothes closets, 
shelters for at-risk 
women and the home¬ 
less, et al. In these situa¬ 
tions we are not vetting 
the political or sexual 
persuasion of those we 
help; we just want to 
practically show the 
love of Jesus. But let a 
small cluster of genuine

The latest casualty in 
the seemingly militant 
push for “tolerance” 
comes out of Gresham, 
Ore., where a privately 
owned bakery is no lon¬ 
ger in business because 
of the refusal from 
some of those in the 
homosexual commu¬ 
nity dispense the same 
tolerance they spend so 
much time demanding. 


According to an article 
on kgw.com, a local 
news station in Port¬ 
land, Sweet Cakes by 
Melissa closed its doors 
on Sept. 1 after a slew 
of aggressive tactics by 
anti-Christian activists 
forced them out of busi¬ 
ness. A sign left hanging 
in the window front 
stated that “religious 
freedom is under attack 
in Gresham.” 

The owners of this 
business, Melissa and 
Aaron Klein, came 
under attack earlier 
this year when they 
refused to prepare a 
cake that would be 
used in a same-sex wed¬ 
ding. A complaint was 
filed with the state 
claiming they violated 
the Oregon Equality 
Act of 2007, and the 
ensuing investigation 
brought the business 
under undeserved 
scrutiny. The Kleins 
are not homophobic; 
they regularly served 
homosexual persons 
through their business. 
The fact, however, that 
the cake would be used 
in a so-called gay “mar¬ 


riage” ceremony went 
beyond serving custom¬ 
ers personally to being a 
part of something that 
is profoundly opposed 
to Christian teaching; 
this is why they turned 
down their business. 

In an article on the 
website of World Maga¬ 
zine entitled “Mafia Tac¬ 
tics force Oregon Bakery 
to Close,” Oregon Labor 
Commissioner Brad Ava¬ 
kian is quoted as saying 
he wanted to “rehabili¬ 
tate” the Kleins, rather 
than see them go out of 
business.

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Real-life 
questions 
about prayin 

I have to make this column fit into 
about 650 words. 

I could probably use 6,500. Or 

more. 

In my 28-plus years of getting 
paid to write, I don’t think I have 
ever seen a local display 
of pure emotion, of such 
anger, such frustration as 
I have seen around Law- 
renceburg since the news 
broke last Wednesday 
that Anderson County 
High School football 
coach Mark Peach and 
his coaching staff could 
no longer pray with the 
Bearcat team. 

This is not simply an 
on-field disappointment. 

Those hurt for a few 
hours, maybe even a few days, but 
eventually all is fine and you just try 
to get better. 

But to those who hold their reli¬ 
gious faith close to their heart and 
wear it on their sleeve, this is about 
real life. It’s more than stopping an 
opponent on fourth-and-1 inside the 
10-yard-line and the outrage that 
many have expressed is understand¬ 
able. 

I believe the outrage is warranted. 
To whom it should be directed, how¬ 
ever, is not clear. 

I also know there are some who 
disagree, who feel the anger and 
frustration is misguided and that the 
decision to keep the coaching staff 
out of the team prayers was a good 
one. 

Some thoughts... 

First, school Superintendent 
Sheila Mitchell was caught in a no- 
win situation in this matter. She, 
like many other school districts 
in Kentucky, received threats of 
litigation from the American Civil 
Liberties Union over the practice of 
the Gideons distributing Bibles in 
schools. The next obvious step would 
deal with prayers, even if they are 
student-led, when school personnel 
are present in official capacities. 

Since Peach learned he would 
have to step away from his team’s 
prayers or simply offer a moment 
of silence, there are many ready to 
fight the ACLU and stand up for 
what they believe to be their First 
Amendment rights. For the school 
board to do so would probably be a 
politically popular move locally. 

However, a fight invites more 
litigation, which means thousands, 
maybe even millions of dollars in 
legal fees. Mitchell’s decision, while 
not popular, was undoubtedly made 
with this in mind. 

Secondly, the First Amendment 
says that government shall not 
establish religion, nor prohibit the 
free exercise thereof. I have been to 
every game Mark Peach has coached 
at Anderson County. While there 
is little doubt about his Christian 
worldview, I have never seen him 
push his faith on anyone. For that 
matter, I have never seen him offer 
a prayer. 

How a generic prayer is establish¬ 
ing religion is beyond me. The coach¬ 
es are not coming around on Sunday 
and rounding up kids to go to church 
with them. They are not saying a 
kid must attend church to play line¬ 
backer. Are the coaches’ rights being 
violated? I don’t have the answer, 
but it is worth looking into. 

Thirdly, kids have not been 
denied the right to pray. If a kid 
wants to pray and the desire was 
not the idea of a teacher, the kid can 
pray. Even the ACLU agrees on that. 

Fourth, to make an issue of the 
way one prays is just sad. No other 
words are necessary. 

Finally, the ACLU and similar 
groups like to use “tolerance” as a 
buzzword. Leslie Sparrow, of Ander¬ 
son County, dropped me a note after 
Friday’s game, asking the questions 
many are asking. 

“Since when did tolerance become 
a one way street?” she wrote. “My 
kids have to be ‘tolerant’ of the kids 
they sit next to in class who refuse 
to stand for the flag because that is 
their ‘right.’... When teachers speak 
of ‘being made of stardust,’ my kids 
must be ‘tolerant’ and sit quietly. Oh, 
the list could continue. Where are 
my kids’ rights? Who is ‘tolerant’ 
of their beliefs and allows them to 
express it?” 

It’s a question many want to ask 
when it seems like those who preach 
“tolerance” define that as simply 
agreeing with their own positions.

Bearcats extinguish Dragons'fire 


Anderson finds way to win 
on night of distractions

Anderson County simply willed 
its way to a win Friday night. 

The Bearcats, obviously struggling 
following a week when football had 
almost been pushed aside by a deci¬ 
sion to change the post-game prayer 
ritual that had been standard since 
2005, somehow found the way to out¬ 
last South Oldham 35-20 in a game 
much closer than the final score 
would indicate. 

Down 7-0 late in the first half, the 
Bearcats scored on what looked to 
be a broken play, then took the lead 
two minutes later on an improbable 
touchdown from someone who had 
not scored since his youth league 
days. 

Then the Bearcats put things 
away with a spectacular defensive 
play from a first-year starter and one 
of the longest scoring runs in Ander¬ 
son history. 

“We had played so poorly for the 
first half,” Anderson coach Mark

Peach said. “We just kept working 
hard and plugging there. We played 
better in the second half and finally 
put it away.” 

There was little doubt that Ander¬ 
son was struggling as it neared half¬ 
time trailing 7-0. 

Facing a second-and-25 situation 


at the South Oldham 42, Anderson 
quarterback Zachary Carmichael 
scrambled before finding a lonesome 
Ross Cox over the middle. Cox out- 
raced several South Oldham defend¬ 
ers for the touchdown capping an 
11-play, 90-yard drive. 

Two plays earlier, Cox had been 
flagged for offensive pass interfer¬ 
ence in the end zone. 

“We had so many miscues,” Peach 
said. “Just so many things. We had 
a receiver run the wrong route. We 
weren’t reading the right coverage. 
We miss a block. We snapped the ball 
on the wrong count. The list goes on 
and on. It was really collectively.” 

That was the case until just over 
two minutes later when senior 
defensive end Darius Harvey picked 
off a screen pass from South Old¬ 
ham’s Chase Lightfoot, then rumbled 
48 yards for the improbable touch¬ 
down. 

“That was my first touchdown 
since rec league,” Harvey said. 

“Darius read it correctly the whole 
way,” Peach said. “We work on that. 
We talk about reading screens. Not 
only did Darius catch the football, 
but he turned on the juice to go

Preview: Bearcats to test one of state's elite

Ever since that December 
Thursday in 2004 when he 
was introduced as Anderson 
County’s new football coach, 
Mark Peach has had his sights 
on one football program in 
Kentucky 

Boyle County 
The Rebels have become 
the consistent statewide 
power that has marched the 
same path Peach is hoping to 
lead the Bearcat program on. 

Boyle transformed from 
everybody’s homecoming 
opponent in the late 1980s 
to a program that has won 
seven state championships 
since 1999. And while Boyle 
County’s population is larger 
than Anderson’s, the demo¬ 
graphics of the schools are 
very similar. 

You want similar? Just a 
look at the all-time football 
series between the schools 
speaks to the likenesses. They 
have played 28 times since 
1965 with Anderson winning 
14 times, Boyle winning 13 


and one game, in 1966, ending 
in a tie. 

However, Friday’s meeting 
at Boyle County will mark 
the first time the schools 
have met on the gridiron 
since 1998. It was the follow¬ 
ing year when Boyle started 
an incredible run of five 
straight state championships. 

“We are trying to get to 
that level,” Peach says. “We 
have been knocking at the 
door, but to get to that next 
level - championship consis¬ 
tency - we said, ‘Let’s go play 
somebody that has set the bar 
very high.’” 

And it is a program that 
took no shortcuts to greatness. 

“When I was in high 
school, Boyle County wasn’t 
very competitive at all,” 
recalls Peach, who played at 
Anderson from 1985-88. The 
schools played his final two 
seasons as a player with the 
Bearcats winning 16-0 and 
28-0. 

A few years later, Chuck 
Smith took over as coach, 
bringing some much-needed 


change. When Boyle finally 
defeated the Bearcats in 
1994, the formula was simple: 
Knock you down, help you up 
and knock you down again. 

Even though Smith left 
Boyle to become an assistant 
coach for Rich Brooks and 
Joker Phillips at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky and is 
currently out of coaching, 
the tradition continued for 
Chris Pardue and now Larry 
French. 

“Nothing much has 
changed,” Peach said of the 
Boyle style. “They are so 
well-drilled on fundamentals. 
They block, they tackle. They 
will run the ball hard. They 
are not going to beat them¬ 
selves.” 

Boyle has opened the 
season at 3-0, which was not 
unexpected, but the convinc¬ 
ing fashion the Rebels have 
gone about their work has 
been. A 41-0 win over Lincoln 
County in the opener was 
not out of the ordinary, but 
wins over 5A power Warren 
Central (26-16) and 2A power 


Danville (41-7) last week 
show that Boyle has its sights 
set on a Class 4A state title. 

Last week, Boyle took 
advantage of several Dan¬ 
ville mistakes, erupting for 
28 second quarter points. 
Boyle turned an intercep¬ 
tion, a fumble and Danville’s 
botched fake punt into 
touchdowns in that span. 

Seph Burke ran for 98 
yards and two touchdowns 
for the Rebels while quar¬ 
terback Josiah Robbins only 
threw 13 times, but picked 
up 128 yards and two touch¬ 
downs. 

French, who has coached 
at Mercer, Meade and Lin¬ 
coln counties, led the Rebels 
to state titles in 2009 and 
2010. “He is a phenomenal 
coach,” Peach says. “I got to 
know him when we coached 
together in the Border Bowl. 
We were roommates. 

“I learned a lot, not just 
about football. He is very 
funny but he gave me life 
advice. He is a true gentle¬ 
man.”

from nearby towns. 

The bad thing is that the 
local teams, known as Bearcat 
Red and Bearcat Navy, have 
no home field. A facility at 
Anderson County Commu¬ 
nity Park was supposed to be 
ready for the 2013 season, but 
will not be. The field is not 
level and a large sinkhole has 
become visible in the field. 

“It is still not ready,” Bot¬ 
toms said. “It 
won’t be ready 
this year.” 

Work started 
on the facility 
last year but 
it has never 
been close to 
being ready for 
competitive 
play. Bottoms, a 
long-time local 
youth sports 
leader who is 
retired from 
the Kentucky 
Retirement 
Systems, started 
work as the Parks and Recre¬ 
ation Department director in 
March. 

Bottoms also noted that 
goal posts and bleachers have 
not been erected at the park’s 
football facility. 

“We were in the process of 
getting the goal posts, but we 
have got to do the field right 
before we do anything else,” 
Bottoms said. 

Bleachers, which had been 
in use at the now-closed truck 
pulling track, cannot be used 
since they do not meet OSHA 
standards. 

Bottoms hopes all of the 
issues with the field will be 
settled by the 2014 season. He 
said the first item of business 
is putting enough fill dirt in 


the sinkhole area so that local 
kids can play at the park. 

This year, the local teams 
are playing games in Boyle, 
Garrard and Shelby coun¬ 
ties. Games are scheduled at 
Community Park for three 
weekends, but with the foot¬ 
ball facility not available, 
Bottoms is still looking at local 
game-site options. Possible 
hosts include one of the soccer 
fields at the park along with 
the Anderson County High 
School field. 

Bottoms said he is talking 
with a central 
Kentucky 
youth football 
conference 
about an affili¬ 
ation in 2014. 
Bottoms said 
that would alle¬ 
viate much of 
the problem in 
scheduling.

traveling in their confer¬ 
ences,” he explained. “If we are 
in a conference, half of our 
games will be home and half 
will be away.” 

Bottoms said such setups 
are common in youth football 
today and the trend is a vital 
part of developing football at 
a higher level. 

“I read where Mayfield (a 
perennial statewide football 
power) teaches the high school 
system in the (youth league) 
program. They start teach¬ 
ing some of it when the kids 
are 7- or 8-years old. When 
you do that, you are learning 
the basics of offense and the 
basics of defense. By the time 
kids get to middle school they 
have learned many of the 
basics.”

While the youth league 
program is recreational in 
nature, there is little doubt 
that in a town like Lawrence- 
burg, which has just one high 
school sponsoring a football 
team, the youth program is 
the first step in later success. 

In the last four years, both 
the high school and middle 
school teams have finished as 
state runner-up. 

“Our high school program is 
doing great. Our middle school 
program is doing great,” Bot¬ 
toms said with a smile. “But 
we are struggling to have the 
numbers in our youth league 
football program. It should not 
be like that.” 

Bottoms said he envisions 
a program that incorporates 
first- and second-graders 
sometime in the future. 

And he said he believes 
Anderson County youth foot¬ 
ball must have a quality home 
field as soon as possible. “If 
you’ve got to have a program, 
you have got to have the 
home base,” he said.

ahead and score like that.” 

Along the way, Harvey outran 
Anderson defensive coordinator 
Duane Hammons, who was racing 
along the sidelines. 

“I didn’t see him,” Harvey smiled. “I 
was looking straight ahead.” 

Nearly everyone else saw the 
long-time defensive coordinator race 
well past the team box that ends at 
the 25-yard line and celebrate the 
momentum-changing play. 

“On occasion, I have seen Duane 
run fast, but that might have taken 
the cake,” Peach laughed. 

South Oldham had dominated 
much of the first half, scoring less 
than four minutes in when Lightfoot 
connected with David Culbertson on 
a 64-yard touchdown pass. Anderson’s 
high-powered attack had sputtered 
through the first quarter without a 


first down. 

“They had been playing well and 
hit us with a couple of big plays,” said 
Anderson lineman Landon Searcy. 

But even though Peach and his 
staff had repeated the “no excuses” 
mantra over the course of the week, 
the brouhaha that accompanied the 
decision to change the prayer ritual 
had obviously taken its toll.

Anderson County needed 
a win.

The host Lady Bearcats 
routed 30th District rival Shel¬ 
by County 5-0, last Wednesday 
to get their first win of the 
season. Most importantly, the 
Lady Bearcats likely put them¬ 
selves in position to avoid the 
fourth, or bottom, seed in the 
four-team district tournament 
next month. 

“I was hoping we would

Last Wednesday, however, 
the Lady Bearcats had little 
trouble finding the net, ripping 
Shelby early and getting things 
firmly under control. 

The Lady Bearcats scored 
inside the first five minutes 
when Madeline Wilson scored 
the first of her two goals from 
15 yards out. Tori Estrada 
joined the scoring parade 20 
minutes later, gaining control 
in a crowd then drilling the 
ball home. 

Wilson scored again, this 
time from 20 yards to make it 
3-0 at the break. 

“Madeline just had some 


beautiful shots,” Earnest said. 
“Their keeper had no chance at 
either one.” 

It appeared that Shelby goal¬ 
ie Catie Wibbles was screened 
from Estrada’s shot and had no 
chance to recover. 

“Their keeper played well,” 
Earnest said. “She played better 
than the score would indicate 
because we made some shots 
she had no chance in stopping.” 

But Anderson, which had 
been frustrated so many times 
through its first four games, 
was a confident group after 
Wilson connected early. 

“It really helped that 
we were able to score early 
tonight,” Earnest said.
